Pcabait Roll of 101,236 Proba- 
bly Will Be Augmented by 
From 10,000.to 12,000 More 


Suppleméntary listing of ‘voters’ in 


Boston, now undér. way, is expected to 
add .from 10,000 to [2,000 to those now 
formally enrolled, it was said today at 
the ‘office ofthe election commissioners. 

The present list, referred to as the 
“first printed list,” ‘of enrolled vofers 
shows @ total.of 101,236. This is larger 
by 215.names than, the first list of 1914. 
Between* the time of- the: make-up. of 
that list -and the closing hour- for-regis- 
tering for .the> state election of 1914, 


. 10,143 nawes were added, giving a total 


registration’ of 111,164. By the time 
of the Boston.city election -‘m_ December 
this total had: increased slightly to 111,- 
533° names, 

Conditions . political anieieias to» 
about as they were a year ago, the elec- 
}tion commissioners figure’on a supple~ 
mentary. listing of about .the same nym- 
ber of names. The estimate of a pos- 
sible increase’ ef 12,000 additional names 
allows for greater interest because « of 
a closer contest, between the Republican | 
and Democratic candidates for Governor.: 
It is also expected that bettér acquaint- 
ance ‘with the fact that voters may be 
registered at any of. the -police stations 
will, tend to enlarge the number of sup- 
plementary. names.

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INVESTIGATE ITS 
_ LIQUOR TRAFFIC 


Council Committee Is Appointed 
to Make Research Into All 
Phases. of the Question With 
the View of Planning: Relief

CHICAGO—The liquor question has 
been kept persistently before the people 
of Chicago for the last few months in one 
way or anpther ahd every ixdication is 
present that the citizens wil] be forced] 
to consider it from varying angles until 
the wet. and. dry election of next April. 
The latest development is the resolu- 
tion of. Alderman C.’E. Merriam calling 
for an investigation of the saloon busi- 
ness in Chicago. It was reported out of 
the license committee, which, is wet, and 
is expected to come to’a vote in city 
council next Monday night (July 12). 

This is the text of the resolution: 

“Whereas, the city council is author- 
ized to ‘license, regulate and prohibit’ 


“Whereas, the - /eity’s exercise of this 
powér should be based upon full and fair 
investigation of ald pertinent facts; 
therefore, be it 

“Ordered, that the mayor be and ‘he 
hereby is authorized and directed to ap- 
point a committee of six aldermen and 
three citizens to consider, in a compre- 
hensive way, the medica], moral, politi- 
cal, financial, social and economic aspects 
of the use of intoxicating liquors in 
Chicago; to consider the chief methods 
of ‘licensing, regulating and prohibiting’ 
the sale of intoxicating liquors; and to 
recommend to this council the best prac- 
tical policy for this pauictpality to 
pursue.” \ 

Should council take favorable attion 
on this liquor investigation proposal, 
nothing further will be done, at least 
for the time, on Alderman Merriam’s or- 
dinance to prohibit the sale in Chicago of 
spirituous liquors. This ordinance would } 
have banished whiskey, gin, brandy, rum, 
and all their mixtures. Several hearings

' “The most serious evils of the liquor 
trade arise from the use of spirits, such 
as brandy, whiskey and gin.

“Malt and vinous liquors are not re-

abuses. -If the sale of spirituous liquors 
was eliminated many of the evil effects 
of aleoholism would disappear.

last. six months with a view of having 
a separate and comprehensive measure 
adopted by Congress at the next ses- 
sion, such as will enable work on the 
river to proceed just asthe work was 
done on the Panama canal. 

“During the last three -months I 
have-traveled all over the United States 
and have presented the case to the leg- 
islatures of 24 states. I took With me 
maps and profiles that illustrated the 
j national scope of this work and demon- 
strated that it was unfair and unjust 
for the people of the six states border- 
ing the lower-river to bear the entire 
burden of Conducting to sea the flood 
waters of the 31 states above. 

“As a result of this educational work | 
the following concurrent resolution was 
adopted ‘by the legislatures of the 
states of Louisiana, Mississippi, Arkan- 
sas, Tennessee, Missouri, Illinois, Kan- 
Sas, Lowa, Minnesota, Wisconsin, Indi- 
ana, Oklahoma, Texas, Michigan and 
Florida and a similar resolution was 
passed by the Senaté in Ohio aria by 
the House: of Representatives in, New 
Jersey, New York, Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island.

TRANSPORTATION 
METHODS IN CHINA 
IN COMPETITION 


Special ‘to The Christian Science Monitor front | 
its Washington Bureseu 


WASHINGTON—There ‘is an interest- 
ing competition’ between the old time 
mule pack method of transporting mer- 
chandise, and the new method of trans- 
portation by railroad, in the Chinese 
province of Yunnan; and, according to 
the latest advices, the mule pack is 
ahead, owing to the high freights, heavy 
transit charges and protracted delays 
incident to railroad transportation in 
that part of the world. 

The ‘competition has attracted a good 
deal of attention in the Orient, where 
it is said to show for perhaps the first 
time in history the inability of a rail- 
road to overcome the opposition offered 
by primitive methods of carrying goods. 

Yunnan has been supplied with Euro- 
pean goods for many years by mule pack 
by way of Burma to Tengyueh and 
thence to Tali-fu, and even to Yunnanfu. 
The railroad in question was built by 
the French, and runs from Yunnanfu.to 
the seaboard by way of Indo-China. 
American exporters are interested in this 
part of the Orient chiefly because of their 
trade there in flour, kerosene, sewing 
machines and a limited amount of cot- 
ton piece goods. !

EXPORT OF HORSES 
AND © MULES 
STILL HEAVY

WASHINGTON—The export of horses 
and mules, presumably on account of 
the ‘war, continues to,/be heavy. For 
several years the average annual ship- 
ment abroad had been 28,000 horses, 
average value $142, and 5000 mules, 
average. value $150. During the 10 
months ending with’ April, 1916, how- 
ever, the exports of horses numbered 
215,759, valued at $47,783,848, or an 
average of more than $220 per animal, 


and 39,229. mules, valued at $7,478,014|— 


or more than~$190 per animal. 
The department. of agriculture sees 
nothing threatening in this large ship- 


ment of work animals, and points out |. 


that the loss is really trifling, since the 
United States has 24,000,000° horses and 
5,000,000 mules,’ Moreover; it is said 


that ‘the animals being -exported are}: 


not, as a rule, of the best class. 

It is expected that the big foreign de- 
mand for work animals will come after 
the war is over, when agriculture in. 
Europe will again. receive normal at- 
tention. It may be that in the three or 
four years following the war there will 
be exports of horses and mules from the 
United * States running into the mil- 
lions. - 

This situation as a whole is believed 
to promise a good market for these’ 
animals for a number of years to come, 
and is already stimulating breeders in 
all parts of the country. )

Up to the 
present time the output of molybdenite 
has been practically controlled by Ger- 
many, owing to the fact that in that 
country alone were there any extensive 
refining. works, the concentates being 
treated by a process of electrica: treat- 
ment invented by a German. ~The great- 
est deposits of molybdenite were found in 
Hungary, but extensive supply areas are 
worked im-Tasmania and New Zealand, 
the concentrates formerly being shipped 
to Germany. for treatment. 

The British governrtent has lately, 
howevert, through its agents, established 
a refinery at Swansea, Wales, for the 
treatment of ores from the Antipodes 
and from the United States, where it is 
also found. While molybdenite is found 
throughout eastern Canada in flakes, 
large workable bodies of the ore were 
not located in the Dominion until several 
years ago.a deposit was uncovered near 
Nelson. This mine, which is also con- 
trolled by Mr. Merrill, recently. shipped 


per pound, and up to the present time 
the output of-the United States has 
yielded less than $50,000.

INTERNAL REVENUE 
REPORT IS: MADE 
FOR PHILADELPHIA 


» PHILADELPHIA — Tlie Philadelphia 
district, in which is one fortieth of the 
population. of the . United States, this 
year paid to .the government approxi- 
mately $16,000,000 in income, war and 
special taxes. These figures were: an- 
nounced recently by Collector of Interna! 
Revenue Lederer. 

The receipts for the previous year 
were $12,901,016. The gain over the 
first year’of the income tax, therefore, 
is about $4,000,000. This great increase 
is attributable largely to the war levy, 
says the Ledger. Preliminary coniputa- 
tion of accounts reveals that the Phila- 
delphia district- collections again rank 
it next to New York. In 1912 the total 
tax for the local district was $10,078,808. 

There aré, about 17,000 taxables ‘in 
the district, which includes the city of 
Philadelphia, and Delaware, Chester, 
Montgomery, Bucks, Lehigh, Berks and 
Schuylkill counties. The estimated pop- 
ulation is 2,600,000, 

‘Collector Lederer estimated that the 
list of delinquents had considerably dim- 
inished since last. year. The income tax 
assessment for the district is $2 270,000.

MUNICIPAL AFFAIRS 
WILL BE DISCUSSED 


SAN FRANCISCO—Passage of a law 
to compel editors to show their financial 
interest in policies they advocate was 
recommended by William Jennings Bryan 
Tuesday, in an address before the Inter- 
national Press congress at the Panama- 
Pacific exposition. Mr. Bryan put peace 
and politics aside and appeared as a 
journalist. 

Mr. Bryan further advised signed 
stories and editorials in newspapers. 
He commended the influénce of the “one 
man” edited weekly as -being greater 
than that of a corporation-owned daily 
newspaper and expressed disapproval of 
“independent publications.” 

Experience in the state department, 
Mr. Bryan said, had cusvinced him that 
}public welfare would be benefited by a 
law compelling editors to tell what pe- 
cuniary interest they had in governmen- 
tal policies they advocated so the public 
might know what weight their editorials, 
deserved. 

“If seems reasonable to suppose,” Mr. 
Bryan said, “that the signing of edito- 
rials and news reports would contribute 
both to accuracy and to the reputation 
of writers. It is one of the injustices of 
the present system that the men who 
furnish the literary ability, the ‘editorial 
| writers and newspaper correspondents, 
often live-in obscurity, while the cor- 
porations from which they draw pay 
{réap an unfair profit from their genius.’ 

He urged that “independent newspa- 
pers become bipartisan,” and present ar- 
ticles signed by representatives of both 
sides: of political questions.

"FOR CHAUTAUQUA 
SUMMER SCHOOL 


Plans Call for Beautiful Colon- 


haded Structures on the Shores 


of Near Jamestown 


Special to The Christian Science Monitor from 
its Western Bureau 


CHICAGO—The Chautauqua summer 


| schools, largest in the country outside 


of those maintained by the college6é and 
,| universities, arid of all these the only 


\summer schools that are self-supporting, 


are having new quarters built in part 
‘for them at Lake Chautauqua, near 
Jamestown, N. Y. The plans call for a 
beautiful colonnaded square horseshoe of 
class rooms opening on meadows slop- 
ing to the lake. As the construction is 
for summer the total expenditure will 
not be heavy, something between $18,000 
and $20,000. | 

When Chautauqua opens on July 2, two 
of the units will be completed, those 
forming arms on the building of the 
school of arts and crafts. .The exten- 
sion of these wings remains for the 
future. A good share of the entire pro- 
ject, it is hoped, will be concluded for 
the classes of 1916. This year’s addi- 
tions will house the library and library 
school, and the fine arts department, in- 
cluding the headquarters for instruction 
in drawing. : 

The new class rooms are designed for 
summer teaching, with as much light and 
air as possible. Done in shingles, heavy 
concrete columns and colonnades, in 
the manner of the arts and crafts build- 
ing, the new home of the summer schools, 
turned with an eye for the two and a 
half mile view across Lake Chautauqua, 
promises to develop harmoniously to the 
advantage of the institution and ite sur- 
roundings. 

This is the original Chautauqua founds 
ed in 1874 by Bishop John H, Vincent 


as a Sunday school institute of two: 


weeks’ duration. Bishop Vincent’s idea 
was that the Sunday, school teacher 
would be greatly assisted in teaching 
by a broader general education. In its 
growth to a remarkable, educational in- 
stitution, Chautauqua has passed be- 
yond denominational attachment. ~The 
religious spirit with which its origin 
was imbued still pervades its atmos- 
phere. 

Chautauqua Institution is a corpora- 
tion run not for profit. Its wide holds; 
ings bear an asséssed valuation of a 
méllion and a-third. Its boundaries 
stretch for a mile along Lake Chautau- 
qua and at-their deepest point for half 
a mile inland. In the enclosed two- 
thirds of this beautiful section hundreds 
of homes have been erected; these are 
owned and rented at a small figure by, 
some. 12,000 persons... Chautauquans call 
this little city the Assembly. From its 
members -the summer schools draw> an 
attendance of over 3000. -Instruction 
‘was given last-summer to 2450 adults 
and 900 children. The. annual budget 
of the corporation, it might be added 
runs about $250,000. 

Several notable additions will be made 
this summer to a faculty of 112 that is 
already remarkable. Foremost .among 
these are the men opening the new de- 
partment in European history, designed 
especially for its timeliness, and the 
members of the new school of Social 
Science. 

Both of the European history profes- 
sors, Dr. Herbert Adams Gibbons, and 
Dr, Sanford Griffith, are making & spe- 
cial trip to America from the warring 
countries of Europe to give this six 
weeks course in history, and on its con- 
clusion they will return to the conti- 
nent... Dr. Gibbons js at present in 
Paris. He is sometime professor of. his- 
tory at Robert College in Constantinople 
and the author of a number of important 
books. He will be@in his work on July 
5 with a survey course for teachers of 
English history, bringing his subject 
down to*the present. He also presents a 
second course, “Europe since 1870,” . Dr. 
Griffith will lecture on “The - Present: 
Era and the Readjustment in Eutope.” 

Social science workerg will find three 
courses of interest in their new -de- 
partment, the first dealing with the 
general topic of social science, the next 
with community problems and finally 
a division in practical work. ,The fac- 
ulty of this department includes some 
national authorities—Prof. Earl Barnes, 
director -for some years ofthe depart- 
ment of psychology and pedagogy in 
the Chautauqua summer schools; Miss 
Mabe} Hill, dean. of the postepraduate 
department of Dana hall, Welesley; 
Prof, Shailer Matthews, dean of the 
divinity school at\ the University of 
Chicago and president of the Federal. 
Council of Churches; Prof, Scott. Near- 
ing of the department of economics. at 
the University of Pennsylvania, and 
Prof, Edward J. Ward, first to dévelop 
the possibilifies of the community 
movement and now state adviser in so- 
cial centers at the University of Wis- 
consin. 

“Announcement. of plans. pnd courses 
for the Chautauqua summer schools is 
“wnade from Chicago because here are 
located. the schools’ educational head- 
quarters with Dean Percy H. Boynton 

of the University of Chicago in charge. 
Professor Boynton is principal of the 
summer schools. 

A notable addition has. been made in 
the music department, Dean Boynton 
feels, in the aequisition of: William 
Wade Hinshaw of ' the Metropolitan 
Opera, company, who has one of the 
major roles to create in “Fairyland” at 
Los Angeles the latter part of this 
month. Mr. ‘Hinshaw will be on the 
music schools’ vocal training staff.

Purpose of the Anti-Saloon League 


It will be difficult for those unversed in the inner 
workings of- either the Prohibition party,or the Anti- 
Saloon League to understand why thete should be, or 
why there should promise to be, anything in the nature 
of serious friction between the two. To all intents and 
purposes both are moved by the hope of one accomplish- 
ment and that ‘one among the. noblest that have ever 
stirred the higher emotions and sympathies of the Amer- 
ican people to action—the extirpation of the liquor traffic. 


“True, the methods employed by each may differ, but the

behind doors, and behind locked’steel doors at that, until

On the day chosen, toward the latter part of June, the 
merchants of Vancouver ‘advertised dollar sales, ‘dollar 
bargains; They took pains to make it clear to the dollar 
that it would be in far better. business moving nimbly, 
from hand te drawer and from drawer back to: hand, 
than in lying. idly in.a:bank vault... And they succeeded. 
The dollar camie out and exchanged itself during the day 
for a vast number of things needed badly; by the men, 
women and. children of the city, with the result that 
confidence has been largely restored and. evetybody in 
Vancouver is feeling much better. 

The anomaly, experienced elsewhere also, of a super- 
abundance of money in the banks and a scarcity of moriey 
in circulation, became very visible in Vancouver on “Dol- 
lar Day’’; the absurdity of it has been growing clearer 
ever’ since. 
deposits have been’ enormous; yet trade has been «slack 
and irregular, simply through fear that something would 
happen that in the ordinary course of everits never could 
happen. The hoarding has been going on at little short 
of a disastrous rate,'even in the face of crop prospects, 
perhaps ‘the brightest that western Cariada has eyer 
known. 


It took a considerable tiine for the community to # 


awaken to the fact that’the depression from which it was 


. suffering was homemade, not at all due to conditions. in 


Europe or in any other part of the world, and that the 
remedy lay in a revival of public confidence ; ‘but ‘the 
awakening, it seems, has come at last, and Vancouver 
is going about its business witha hopeful ‘and even a 


happy expression of: countenance that Seems, bound to_ 


geet the entire province and the entire Dominion. -

Examination as a Lest of Efficiency | 


A CIRCULAR issued a short while ago by the board of 
education with reference to. examinations in secondary 


schools ‘in England has aroused considerable discu8sion | 


and. not a little heated: feeling in the scholastic world, 
Proposals which: at first were welcomed have tatterly 
been received with growing hostility, although, in fram- 
ing their proposals for reducing :the number of external 
examinations, the board had the benefit of the advice of

the inspector to the reports. of exatifining bodies:
